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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The following 
title is suggested: "A method for producing an electronic component", or the like. 

2. The abstract of the invention should be revised to reflect the claimed 
method invention. For example: the phrase/clause "Compositions and methods 
are provided whereby . . . Methods are provided" (in the abstract, line 1 -5) should 
be replaced or changed to: - Method for Making an Electronic Component-, as 
so to reflect the claimed method invention. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 21-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nurse et al. This rejection is set forth in prior Office Action, Paper No. 5, 
paragraph 7. 


1 . The amendment to the title and the abstract has not overcome the 
objection as set forth in prior Office Action dated 8/12/03 (see paragraphs 1-2). 

2. Regarding claims 25-26, the amendment to these claims has overcome 
the rejection under 112 second paragraph. 
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3. Applicant's arguments regarding the prior art rejections filed on 1 1/12/03 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

a) Applicant argues that Nurse does not teach the claimed method of 
claim 21 that includes a solid planar wave guide (see Remarks, page 5, 
paragraphs 3-4). The Examiner disagrees for the following reasons. Applicant is 
referred to Fig. 1 of Nurse et al, which depicts at least a substrate layer 12, and a 
solid plans wave-guide 22 formed thereon (see also paragraph 7 of last Office 
Action). Therefore, Nurse et al meet the limitations regarding a substrate layer, 
and a solid planar wave-guide as recited in the rejected claims. 

b) Applicant's arguments do not clearly point out the patentable novelty 
which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the prior art disclosed by the 
references cited or the rejections made. Further, they do not show how the 
amendments avoid such references or rejections.
